Room, and I was agreeably surprised at how many of our nurses 
seemed to enjoy revisiting the scenes of their early triumphs and disasters. 

I do not think it was altogether my imagination that the two “Dolls” seemed 
to smile a welcome to a great many old friends—some of whom may have used 
them a bit roughly at times in their stumbling efforts at “making the patient com¬ 
fortable” but who have since done great credit to their first models. 

As our guests departed that evening we had the satisfied feeling (with apologies 
to Mr. Rudyard Kipling’s poem) that East and West had met and both had enjoyed 
it; and here I must say that the whole Convention radiated a feeling of friendliness 
and socialbility that—almost—changed one’s opinion of Conventions in general.

CALGARY'S FIRST HOSPITAL 



i.r'uoio uy couriesy Calgary oany Herald) 


HE following story of the events which led up to the opening of the first 
hospital in Calgary, about the close of the year 1890, and later to the 
erection and opening in May, 189S, of the stone hospital building near the 
Elbow River, has been taken chiefly from the records and speeches published in the 
Weekly Herald of May 29th and the Alberta Tribune of May 23rd, 1895, after the 
formal opening of the new hospital on the 22nd 

“The first movement in connection with a hospital in Calgary was started in 
November, 1886. In those days it was pretty hard for people who had the mis¬ 
fortune to get sick, especially for the young unmarried men, who constituted the 
bulk of the population. In the previous winter a young man named George Shaw 
had died of typhoid fever in a shack across the Elbow River, to which he had been 
taken, and the miserable circumstances of his death had caused much feeling in the 
town. The St. George’s Society, the strongest and most active benevolent society 
in Calgary at that time, did what it could to look after sick men of English birth or 
extraction. One unfortunate man named Freeman was picked up on Stephen 
Avenue, prostrated by fever, penniless and friendless. It being impossible to get 
him admitted to any of the hotels, a shack was secured for which windows had to 
be obtained to make it habitable, and funds were cheerfully subscribed for the 
considerable expense of treatment, nursing and maintenance for several months, 
until, at last, admission to the Winnipeg General Hospital was procured for him. 
To show the difficulty of getting accommodaiion for sick people at that time, 
especially if their disease was of an infectious nature, a case is mentioned in an old 
copy of The Herald, of a patient of Dr. Lindsay’s who was shifted from one place 
to another five times. These and similar cases induced Mr. G. C. King, who was 
mayor, to call a meeting in the old Boynton Hall on November 16th, 1886, to con¬ 
sider the question of establishing a hospital. The meeting was addressed by Mr 
Amos Rowe and the three medical men of the town—Drs. Henderson, Lindsay and 
Lafferty—and a committee was appointed to take charge of the matter. Application 
was made to the Government for a grant of block 73, section 10, to be used as a site, 
with the result of a grant of four and one-half acres north of Angus Fraser’s farm 
across the Bow River. After this public interest flagged for a time, but was 
revived in 1889, and the following year, at a meeting presided over by Dr. Lafferty, 
mayor at that time, a board of provisional directors was appointed: Bishop Pink- 
ham, Senator Lougheed, Judge Rouleau, and Messrs. D. W. Marsh, G. C. King, 
A. Rowe, W. Pearce, J. Walker, A. D. Braithwaite and H. Samson. Letters of 
incorporation were obtained from the North West Council in November, 1890, with 
Mr. Marsh as president, a frame building was rented and fitted up for hospital 
service, and a subscription list was passed around which raised $6,500.00 for current 
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expenses.” This cottage hospital had accommodation for four patients in single 
rooms upstairs, and four or five in a room on the ground floor, where there was an 
office and the nurses’ dining room, which also served as an operating room. The 
first patients were admitted in 1890, and the reports of hospital work for the first 
three years showed that ninety-four patients were cared for in the first year, one 
hundred in the second, and one hundred and thirty-one in the third. 

“In 1892 the directors applied to the Government for a grant to equal the amount 
the citizens would agree to raise, and a by-law authorizing the expenditure by the 
Council of $10,000.00 for the erection of a hospital was submitted to the ratepayers 
and carried. However, the Government could not see their way clear to making 
such a grant, so the plan could not be proceeded with. Nothing daunted, the 
directors went back to the Council the following year for another grant of 
$10,000.00 without any qualifications. The by-law was again carried by the people 
in the Spring of 1894, but as no money could be voted towards the erection of a 
hospital outside the limits of the Corporation, as was the site across the Bow 
obtained from the Federal Government, twenty lots were procured from the Calgary 
Townsite trustees, on which the foundation of the new hospital was laid by the 
Honourable Mr. Mayne Daly on September 1st, 1894.” On the same day the new 
Matron, Miss E. Birtles, a Winnipeg graduate, who had been assistant to the Matron 
of the new hospital in Brandon, arrived to take charge of the cottage hospital, 
where she had to carry on alone for two months before she received an assistant. 
Recognizing the need for more nurses, it was decided to start a training school, and 
the first probationer was admitted at the cottage hospital the 23rd of April, 1895. 
Three weeks later the staff and five patients were translerred to the new hospital, 
two new patients were admitted before evening, and when the formal opening took 
place, on May 22nd, there were thirteen in and others delayed till the ceremony 
should be over. Some of the first money set aside in 1886 for the proposed hospital 
was the collection taken at a great Union Service on Thanksgiving Day, November 
18th, to give thanks for the deliverance of Calgary from extinction in the fire on 
November 6th. Another contribution was from a young Chinaman, Jimmy Smith, 
who, when dying, willed the proceeds to be derived from the sale of his property 
to the General Hospital as soon as it should be established. The building of this 
hospital cost about $15,500.00, but the directors felt they had got good value for 
their money, and there was till $2,500.00 to be collected on the old subscription list 
of 1890. The Ladies’ Hospital Aid had collected $1,800.00, had spent $1,130.00 on 
furniture and furnishings for the new building, and the tiles of the operating room, 
the glass operating table, which attracted much interest, and the furnishing of the 
Matron’s room were supplied by them. The little cot and the furnishings for the 
children’s wards were furnished by the Oddfellows’ Society and the Loyal Orange 
Lodge. The Hospital Register was signed by one hundred and seventy visitors on 
the opening day, but it was estimated that there had been two hundred present, and 
truly joy of achievement was experienced that day by all who had taken part in the 
long struggle to obtain proper accommodation and good nursing care for the sick 
and injured. MARION E. MOODIE,

EXTRACT FROM MRS. PINKHAM'S REMINISCENCES 

“There were no hospitals when we came here and one heard of some appalling 
cases of accidents on ranches, and of sad maternity cases. I believe the first person 
on record to do anything for a hospital was a Chinaman, who died in one of the 
hotels, leaving a suit of clothes to the clergyman who visited him, and one hundred 
dollars to start a hospital. 

“I got to work as soon as I could and was able to collect some money towards 
starting a cottage hospital. However, some people thought that might mean an 
Anglican institution, so I persuaded the Mayor to call a meeting in order that 
people might be interested in starting a General Hospital, and I undertook to turn 
over the funds I had in hand. We had quite a good meeting and we soon started, 
in a small way, by securing a frame building on Seventh Avenue, with Mrs. Hoad 
as our first Matron. We formed a Woman’s Hospital Aid Society. I was elected 
President and Mrs. A. Allan, Secretary, and it was wonderful to see the enthusiasm 
of the members; no work was too hard for them, and too much credit cannot be 
given Mrs. William Pearce and her sisters, Mrs. Mackid and Miss Louisa Meyer, 
Mrs. D. W. Marsh, Mrs. Perley and many others to whose energies were due many 
hundred dollars we made. No one refused these good ladies, and we knew if they 
went to collect from the business men, they could generally get what they 
wanted . . . .”

Our fifth annual Ice Frolic was presented in the Arena on November 15th to 
a crowd of over four thousand spectators and proclaimed by our members to have 
been the finest to date. 

The Arena was in colorful array; the ice surface tinted in red, white and blue 
in military designs of flags, airplanes, battleships, etc., while across the centre 
imprinted on the ice the words, “There’ll Always Be An England’,, stood out in 
bold letters. 

Brig. F. M. W. Harvey, V.C., M.C., opened the carnival, and an address of 
welcome was given by our president, Mrs. T. L. O’Keefe. 

The Glencoe Club, with their outstanding skaters, were with us again. Others 
included Wally Sahlen, of the Arena Skating Club from Minneapolis; the Post 
Sisters from Saskatoon; Doreen Dutton, of Drumheller; Barry Green of Wascana 
Skating Club, Regina; Corp. Pinder, R.C.A.F., of Kitchener, Ont.; Mary Ann 
Murray, of Calgary; Evelyn Doolan, Betty Davidson, Mary Deegan, of Banff, and 
Helen Cantwell, all of whose numbers were enthusiastically received.
